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The  Department  of  Aviation  was  created 
under  Section  8.2-1  of  the  Municipal 
Code  of  Chicago.  This  provision  states,  in 
part,  that  the  Commissioner  of  Aviation 
shall: 

"Have  the  management 
and  control  of  the  design, 
operation  and  mainten- 
ance of  all  public  airports 
owned  and  operated  by  the 
City. " 

The  1962  Annual  Report  is  submitted  in 
compliance  with  Section  8.2-4  and  Sec- 
tion 25-23  of  the  Municipal  Code  which 
requires  all  departments  of  the  City  of 
Chicago  to  submit  an  Annual  Report  of 
their  official  activities.

"The  Aviation 
Crossroads  of  the  World" 


The  past  year  was  an  eventful  twelve 
months  with  the  majority  of  aviation 
activity  being  focused  at  Chicago- 
O'Hare  International  Airport.  Traffic 
figures  surpassed  1965  estimates  in  air- 
craft handled  and  passengers  served.  At 
the  close  of  1962,  O'Hare  ranked  Num- 
ber One  in  the  world  for  total  opera- 
tions. To  accommodate  this  astounding 
growth,  new  terminal  and  concourse 
facilities  were  put  in  use  on  January  16, 
1962.  In  addition,  hydrant  refueling  of 
aircraft  at  concourse  gate  positions  was 
commissioned.  This  was  an  important 
safety  feature  wherein  fuel  trucks,  other 
than  de-fueling,  were  no  longer  needed. 
An  additional  ILS  (Instrument  Land- 
ing System)  was  added,  making  O'Hare 
the  only  airport  in  the  United  States 
with  three  complete  ILS  Systems.  An- 
other EFAS  (Electronic  Flash  Ap- 
proach System)  was  installed.  Two  of 
these  runway  identification  systems  are 
now  in  operation.  With  these  and  other

navigational  aid  improvements,  coupled 
with  the  greater  traffic  handling  capacity 
of  the  control  tower,  dual  landings  and 
take-offs  were  inaugurated. 

Ninety-six  (96% )  percent  of  all  Rev- 
enue Bond  (non-tax  money)  construc- 
tion has  been  completed.  Outstanding 
contracts  to  be  completed  consist  of  the 
Restaurant  Building,  International 
Building,  Landscaping,  Exterior  Sign- 
ing, and  miscellaneous  pick-up  items. 
All  working  contracts  will  be  completed 
in  1963. 

Two  additional  International  Carriers 
commenced  operations  at  Chicago- 
O'Hare  International  Airport  in  the 
Spring  of  1962.  The  Italian  Airline, 
Alitalia,  and  the  Swiss  Airline,  Swiss- 
air, joined  other  International  Carriers 
in  bringing  Europe  seven  to  eight  hours 
closer  to  Chicago. 

In  sharp  contrast,  1962  marked  the 
complete  transition  of  scheduled  airline 
operations   from   Midway  to  Chicago- 


O'Hare  International  Airport.  As  a  re- 
sult of  this  move,  Midway  dropped  to  a 
national  rank  of  97  in  total  operations 
out  of  270  tower  controlled  airports. 
However,  on  examination  of  this  figure, 
Midway  is  far  from  being  inactive.  Be- 
sides being  in  the  upper  third  with  na- 
tional traffic,  Midway  is  the  second  busi- 
est airport  in  Illinois,  and  at  the  present 
time  handles  approximately  twenty-five 
percent  of  the  total  traffic  of  O'Hare. 
With  the  foreseen  loss  of  scheduled 
traffic  at  Midway,  studies  and  plans 
were  being  conducted  and  continue 
toward  developing  private  and  corpo- 
rate traffic.  Landing  and  public  tie-down 
fees  were  dropped,  service  facilities 
were  improved,  and  between  Septem- 
ber 1  and  3,  Chicago  Midway  Airport 
hosted  an  'Open  House  Fly-in'  for  gen- 
eral aviation.  It  is  anticipated  that  traf- 
fic at  Midway  will  grow  and  every  effort 
is  being  made  by  the  Department  of 
Aviation  to  make  this  possible. 


Studies  continue  on  the  possible  in- 
stallation of  an  ILS  (Instrument  Land- 
ing System)  at  Chicago's  lake  front  air- 
port, Merrill  C.  Meigs  Field.  A  firm 
decision  will  be  reached  in  early  1963 
— but  all  reports  are  favorable.  If  this 
becomes  a  reality,  ceiling  and  visibility 
limits  will  be  lowered.  This,  in  turn, 
would  increase  the  use  of  Meigs  Field  in 
marginal  weather  for  those  aircraft 
equipped  to  use  this  facility. 

In  summary,  the  aviation  posture  of 
the  City  is  excellent.  Due  to  its  geo- 
graphical position,  Chicago's  potential 
is  unlimited  in  air  development  and 
growth. 

Inventory  of  Chicago's  airports  dis- 
closes three  well  maintained  and  man- 
aged assets.  Material  condition  of  run- 
ways, taxiways,  and  buildings  are  well 
above  average.  O'Hare  and  Meigs  have 
new  terminal  facilities  while  those  at 
Midway  are  being  kept  in  good  operat- 
ing repair. 
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CHICAGO  O'HARE 

INTERNATIONAL 
AIRPORT 


On  January  16,  1962,  the  end  result 
of  a  fabulous  project  was  realized  at 
Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport. 
On  this  date,  all  O'Hare  based  domestic 
airlines  commenced  operations  from  a 
new,  magnificent  terminal  complex.  This 
marked  the  culmination  of  almost  three 
years  of  intensified  construction. 

One  has  only  to  reflect  on  the  previ- 
ous year  to  appreciate  the  connotation 
of  "fabulous  project."  During  the  year 
1961,  Chicago-O'Hare  International 
Airport  operated  322,054  aircraft  move- 
ments and  served  9,615,480  passengers. 
This  tremendous  airport  service  was 
conducted  in  the  midst  of  all  new  con- 
struction. From  day  to  day,  roadways 
were  altered  and  buildings  moved.  Air- 
craft operated  from  thirty  confined 
gate  positions  that  made  aircraft  move- 
ment more  of  a  task  than  a  routine. 
This  unbelievable  project  is  a  tribute  to 


the  engineers,  architects,  management, 
airlines  and,  above  all,  the  understand- 
ing traveler  who  had  the  visible  evi- 
dence all  around  him  of  the  improve- 
ment to  come. 

In  comparison  to  the  old,  the  new 
terminal  complex  had  one  highly  ac- 
claimed feature  that  all  travelers  reveled 
in — it  was  big.  Each  of  the  twin  term- 
inals are  750  feel  long  by  150  feet  wide. 
Six  concourse  fingers  connect  the  sixty- 
two  aircraft  gate  positions  with  the 
terminals.  Departing  passengers  enter 
the  terminals  from  an  elevated  roadway 
and  remain  on  the  same  level  for  air- 
craft embarkation.  Arriving  passengers 
are  directed  to  the  lower  level  of  the 
terminal  for  baggage  pickup  and  airport 
departure  on  a  lower  level  roadway 
system.  The  Northwest  Expressway  Sys- 
tem provides  20-30  minute  commuting 
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time  with  the  Chicago  Downtown  area. 

The  terminals  provide  the  latest  in 
passenger  service  and  comfort.  The 
world's  most  modern  equipped  ticket 
counters  are  located  fifty  feet  inside  the 
entrance  doors,  while  baggage  pickup  is 
expeditiously  handled  from  lower  level 
counters  located  only  seventy-five  feet 
from  exit  doors.  Comfortable  lounges 
surrounded  by  concession  shops  and  a 
panoramic  view  of  aprons  and  taxiways 
produce  a  spacious,  relaxed  atmosphere. 

Building  temperatures  are  maintained 
at  a  comfortable  seventy-two  degrees. 
This  is  made  possible  by  the  huge  Heat- 
ing and  Refrigeration  Building  that  was 
officially  commissioned  at  the  time  the 
new  terminal  complex  was  occupied. 
This  building  contains  four,  fifty  million 
B.T.U.  generators  and  three,  two-thou- 
sand ton  air  conditioning  machines.  The

heating  is  accomplished  by  means  of 
radiant  high  temperature,  high  pres- 
sure water,  while  cooling  is  effected  by 
chilled  water.  Over  three  miles  of  under- 
ground tunnels  connect  this  building 
with  those  areas  receiving  service. 

In  August  1962,  the  entire  public 
parking  lot  was  made  available  to  the 
public  with  the  completion  of  the  south 
half.  This  complete  parking  facility  is 
centrally  located  and  provides  5200  cus- 
tomer spaces.  Average  1962  daily  usage 
of  this  lot  was  3500  automobiles. 

With  the  movement  of  the  domestic 
carriers  from  the  old  terminal  to  the 
new,  the  International  carriers  received 
improved  temporary  spaces  in  a  section 
of  the  old  concourse.  In  addition,  re- 
habilitation and  new  construction  work 
commenced  on  the  old  terminal.  This 
terminal,   scheduled   for  completion   in 


September  1963,  will  be  utilized  as  the 
International  Terminal. 

Construction  work  continues  on  the 
circular  restaurant  building.  This  build- 
ing when  completed  in  early  1963,  will 
have  a  seating  capacity  of  1500,  with  a 
choice  of  five  rooms  and  two  cocktail 
lounges.  The  Seven  Continents  dining 
room  is  planned  to  be  the  finest  res- 
taurant in  the  City  of  Chicago. 

Since  the  advent  of  the  "JET  AGE," 
O'Hare  has  been  synonomous  with 
growth.  1962  placed  O'Hare  first  in  the 
nation  for  volume  of  aircraft  traffic  and 
embarked  passengers.  Comparing  1962 
versus  1961  figures,  a  phenomenal 
yearly  growth  is  notable.  There  were 
416,991  aircraft  operations,  surpassing 
the  previous  year  by  94,937,  an  increase 
of  29%.  Passengers  enplaned  were 
13,525,955,  an  increase  of  3,919,475 
or  41  % . 


International  aircraft  movements  for 
1962  totaled  8,023  for  an  increase  of 
42%.  International  passenger  traffic  in- 
creased by  53%  with  a  total  of  380,781. 

November  25,  1962,  was  the  peak 
day  for  enplaned  passengers  with  a 
total  of  54,721.  Maximum  air  traffic 
movement  for  one  day  was  1,291  on 
March  16,  1962.  Jet  operations  reached 
its  peak  in  the  month  of  August,  1962, 
when  a  total  of  11,982  jet  flights  were 
handled.  The  peak  day  for  jet  opera- 
tions was  December  20,  1962,  with  436 
flights.  The  1962  daily  average  was 
35,000  passengers  and  1 10C  aircraft 
movements  of  which  400  were  pure  jet. 

A  total  of  442,262,849  pounds  of 
mail,  express  and  freight  were  handled. 
This  phenomenal  poundage  was  a  90% 
increase  over  1961  figures.

Midway  is  Chicago's  number  two 
airport.  This  fully  equipped  and  in- 
strumented facility  has  handled  more 
aircraft  movements  over  the  years  than 
any  other  airport  in  the  world.  How- 
ever, due  to  its  size  of  one  square  mile, 
Midway  has  fallen  victim  of  the  "Jet 
Age".  As  of  July  9,  1962,  all  sched- 
uled airline  operations  had  moved  to 
Chicago-O'Hare  International  Airport. 
Yet,  despite  this  loss  of  scheduled  air- 
line operations,  1962  traffic  was  sub- 
stantial. Annual  aircraft  movements 
totaled  107,768  with  a  total  of  659,549 
passengers  served.  A  total,  of  35,049,- 
839  pounds  of  mail,  express  and  freight 
passed  through  Midway. 


Primary  flight  activity  at  Midway 
was  helicopter,  private,  and  corporate 
aircraft.  Chicago  Helicopter  Airways, 
which  is  Chicagoland's  airborne  com- 
muter service,  is  permanently  based 
and  headquartered  at  Midway.  Also, 
since  all  the  major  airline  operations 
have  moved  to  Chicago-O'Hare  Inter- 
national Airport,  Midway  has  been 
used  by  the  Airlines  as  an  alternate 
airport  and  has  been  used  many  times 
during  periods  of  bad  weather  when  it 
was  necessary  to  close  O'Hare.  The 
City  has  continued  to  maintain  the  field 
in  first  class  operating  condition  for 
the  eventual  transfer  of  scheduled  traf- 
fic back  to  Midway  and  to  continue  its 
ues  as  an  alternate.

Meigs  Field  still  remains  the  closest 
situated  airport  to  a  city  central  area  of 
all  the  "in  close"  airports  in  the  United 
States.  In  addition,  this  geographical 
location  is  enhanced  by  its  proximity 
to  McCormick  Place,  Chicago's  huge 
Exposition  Hall.  Despite  the  non-com- 
mercial nature  of  this  field,  traffic  fig- 
ures are  impressive.  Aircraft  move- 
ments totalled  74,235,  with  a  total  of 
280,704  passengers  served.  The  peak 


1962  day  was  September  21,  when  446 
landings  and  takeoffs  were  handled.  All 
operations  are  conducted  between  the 
hours  of  6:00  A.  M.,  and  10:00  P.  M. 
At  the  present  time  Merrill  C.  Meigs 
Field  boasts  of  a  new  terminal  facility 
and  a  3900-foot  runway.  1963  plans 
include  the  installation  of  a  localizer 
navigational  aid,  high  intensity  lighting, 
and  increased  aircraft  parking  and  tie- 
down.
